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PROHIBITION ON THE HIGH SEAS. 


Human nature is human*nature still 
despite the 
Eighteenth Amendment, 
and there are hundreds of thousands 
of people who will 
travel 
oil ships 
where it is possible to get a drink rath­ 
er than on ships where no drinks may 
be had. 
That is what the American 
steamship officials say and from what 
we know about people we believe that 
these officials 
are 
telling the truth. 
They declare that the 
matter has a 
very important bearing on the future 
of the American merchant marine and 
they go so far as to say that, if the 
law compels 
American 
ships to# be 
“ dry” the American passenger lines 
will have to go out of business because 
hardly anybody will take passage on 
their vessels. 
One thing, at least, is clear. 
If the 
thorough-going 
prohibitionists 
have 
their way and make the 
American 
ships as dry as the United States is 
supposed to be, it will be the solemn 
duty of all such prohibitionists, when 
business or pleasure calls them abroad 
to travel only on American ships. 
If 
they perform this duty and live up to 
their obligation in this matter, the pre­ 
dicament of the American steamship 
lines ought not to be so very serious, 
after all. 
The measures written into 
the law of the land and the amend­ 
ments made in the constitution are 
supposed to represent the will of the 
majority of 
the 
people. 
When the 
United States went legally dry, the 
natural assumption was that most of 
the American people wanted it to be 
dry. 
Hence, if there are more drys 
than wets in the United States, the dry 
ships ought not to lack patronage. On 
the contrary, they ought to have more 
passengers— more American 
passen­ 
gers, at least—than the wet ships. 
That certainly seems to he sound 
reasoning. But unfortunately the con­ 
clusion thus arrived at is not borne out 
in real life. 
When the attorney gen­ 
eral announced his dry ruling as to 
American ships, wholesale cancella­ 
tion of reservations on those ships en­ 
sued. 
There is evidently something 
wrong with our argument somewhere, 
and since there is no fault in the rea­ 
soning, it must be in the premise. Can 
it be that a majority of Americans are 
not drys after all? 
Or are we forced 
to the scandalous 
conclusion 
that 
many of our drys, when they go travel­ 
ling, actually prefer to travel on wet 
ships?

WHY CHEAP ROADS DON’T PAY. 
Highway Commissioner Greene, of 
New York State, in his annual report 
to the legislature informs that body 
that more than 1,200 miles of state- 
built roads are rapidly going to pieces 
under increased motor 
truck traffic- 
So swift is the deterioration of these 
roads, Commissioner Greene declares, 
that the 
state 
has 
reached a point 
where reconstruction must be regard­ 
ed as more important than new con­ 
struction. 
Certainly 
there 
is in 
this a very 
plain lesson for every region of the 
United States. 
The reason why these 
New York roads are going to pieces is 
found in the shortsighted methods em­ 
ployed in their 
construction. 
“This 


state is suffering today,” says Com­ 
missioner Greene in his report, “ from 
the mistaken policy pursued in former 
years of trying to secure the greatest 
possible mileage for the least possible 
money. 
Maintenance experience dur­ 
ing the past year has strengthened our 
conviction that, unless roads are de­ 
signed for sufficient strength and dur­ 
ability to resist modern traffic loads 
and wear, our highway system, when 
completed, or even before completion, 
will require such constant and expen­ 
sive repair that maintenance charges 
will become 
a financial 
burden be­ 
yond all economic reason.” 
The New York roads are wearing 
out faster than those in other parts of 
the country because the traffic over 
them, especially the motor truck traf­ 
fic, is especially heavy. 
W hat is hap­ 
pening to them, 
however, 
is sure to 
happen to roads elsewhere which are 
too lightly constructed to stand up un­ 
der the kind of wear to which roads 
are subjected nowadays. 
New York’s 
experience is just another illustration 
of the fact that cheap roads are the 
most costly in the long run. 


THE SCARCITY OF HORSES. 


Mr. J. IO. Sutton, president of the 
Indiana Horse Breeders’ Association, 
has statistics which show that 90 per 
cent fewer horses are raised in Indi­ 
ana now than ten years ago. 
This is 
astonishing, to put it mildly. 
It is al­ 
so regrettable, if Indiana is typical ob 
the country as a whole. 
Of course, 
the rise of the automobile is responsi­ 
ble for the fall of the horse; and, of 
course, it is only natural that a can- 
siderable 
decline 
in the number of 
horses raised in this cpu ii try should 
result from Hie extension of the au­ 
tomobile’s usefulness into many soils 
of new fields. 
Still, it is certain that 
the horse will continue to be a "very 
useful and important domestic animal 
for many years to come, and it is even 
possible, in fact probable, that instead 
of needing fewer horses in the future 
we are going to need a greater num­ 
ber of them. 
This is Mr. Sutton’s opinion. 
He 
does not discount the farm tractor, but 
he thinks that there are many sorts of 
necessary farm work that cannot be 
done on the average farm as economi­ 
cally or as effectively with tractors as 
with horses, and he believes that as 
farms increase the demand for horses 
will increase also. 
He cites the pres­ 
ent prices of horses in support of his 
contention. 
Horses are higher now, 
he says, than they have been in a long 
time, and it is evident that unless great 
numbers of them are raised they are 
going to bp still higher in the future. 
It is probable that farmers who raise a 
few horses as a sideline will make no 
mistake and the chances are that this 
applies more particularly to the farm­ 
ers of the middle west.

Tile fifty-first. .session of the gen­ 
eral asembly of the Missouri legis­ 
lature is drawing to aldose and the 
end of this week probably will see 
an adjournment of the body “sine 
die.” 
The seventy-day session ends of­ 
ficially on Wednesday, but ii is al­ 
together unlikely that the work of 
the session can be completed by 
that time. Leaders in both branch­ 
es of the assembly predict the final 
adjournment will be made some­ 
time lale next Saturday night 
or 
next Sunday. 
Before the adjournment, Hie leg­ 
islature must pass-the regular ap­ 
propriation bills and it is expected 
that most of the 
administration 
program will be enacted into law, 
too. The last of appropriation bills 
was introduced Friday. 
There are 
twenty of the bills in all, but eight 
of them are optional, having been 
introduced to provide funds for the 
consolidated departments advocat­

by I. R. Bundy, secretary of the 
commission. 
The report also says 
there are sixty public libraries in 
the state 
and 
that 
thirty-one of 
these are supported by tax levies. 
T here are seven towns of more 
than 5,000 inhabitants in Missouri 
that have no library, 
the 
report 
says, while 38 towns with less than 
a OOO inhabitants have institutions. 
T hree new tax supported libra­ 
ries with Carnegie 
buildings 
and 
one subscription library have been 
founded in the state since 1916, the 
report savs, and points out that for 
war period the record is not a s had 
as it looks. 
' 
* 
The report 
contains a directory 
of 113 librarians of the state and 
118 libraries, which Includes spe­ 
cial and university and college col­ 
lections. 
There are 40 college and 
university liharies 
listed 
and six 
reference libraries. 
The traveling library departm ent 
received and supplied 546 requests 
for books and sent out in response 
14,955 
volumes. 
Numerous 
re­ 
quests for trained library assistants 
are listed from a num ber of Mis­ 
souri points with the explanation 
that only a few of the places could 
he filled because 
there 
were not 
available enough trained persons. 
The report, which is being referr­ 
ed i«» by friends of the com mission’s 
appeal tor a larger appropriation, 
sets out that there is asked of the 
legislature a salary fund of $27,375 
for the next biennial period and a 
fund of $35,060 for hooks, contin­ 
gent and other expenses, making a 
total of $62,875.
